N K W Y O B K , Aug. 13.—The vast as 
semblage of people which gathered to 
witness the notification pf 
William 
Jennings Bryan and Arthur Sew9ll< 
respectively nominees for 
president 
and vice president on the«, democratic 
ticket, was called to order last night 
precisely at 8:15 o'clobk by Chairman 
Jones, of the national committee. 


Madison Square gardeii. where the 
notification exercises were held, was 
taxed to its iull capacity and at least 
20,0D0 people were present when Mr. 
Bryan made his'speech accet>ting the 
nomination tendered him at Chicago 
hy the representatives of the democ- 
racy of tbe nation as their 
candidate 
for president of the United States. 


The hands of the clock marked 7 
when the main doors down at the west 
of the garden swung inward and an- 
nounced their opening by the inrush 
of a yell like a y^r cry. Then, with a 
roar, came the pébple, pouring through 
the entrance ilnd spreading over the 
floor like the unchaining of a flood of 
water. 
Men and women swept down 
to the center of the hall, climbing over 
chairs and obstructions like an infantry 
charge, until the police swooped down 
upon them and dispersed the crowd 
with admirable skill down the various 
aisles to which the tickets directed. 


This first contingent were the holders 
of reserved seats, and they scattered 
themselves through the aisles on the 
floor and swarmed up through the 
boxes. 
The galleries, rising tier on 
tier to the roof from the | oval arena, 
gave the hall the likeness of an ancient 
coliseum, 
wonderfully 
bright 
with 
light hued dresses and gleaming shirt 
fronts of coatless men. 
Over in a far 
gallery a band played unnoticed and 
almost unheard, while the crowds gave 
cheers for the local favorites 
and 
studied the democrats of national repu- 
tation who walked into the gallery 
back of the platform. 


Two or three times some enthusiast 
rose in the gallery and proposed three 
cheers for Bryan, which exhortation 
brought the expected shouts. 
But the 
first real demonstration of the night 
was given to the wife of the presidential 
candidate. 
It was 8 o'clock when a 
policeman in the doorway, under the 
stand, was heard calling ' make way for 
Mrs. Bryan." 
Those nearest heard the 
call and climbed on 
their 
chairs. 
Others did not hoar, but they saw that 
a sensation was afloat and they promptly 
followed suit, leaving th«ir seats, rank 
after rank, as though answering to a 
word of command. 


Mrs. Bryan was seen climbing the 
steps that led to the fir^t box, railed off 
at the platform's right. 
She was on 
the arm of William P. St. John, treas- 
urer of the democratic national com- 
mittee and host of the Bryans during 
their stay in New York. 
She stepped 
down into the box and faced the mam- 
moth audience, giving New Yorkers 
their first sight of the woman who had 
won her way into quick popularity on 
the trip across the continent with her 
husband. 


As Mrs. Bryan swept her eyes across 
the hall they had a weary look and her 
face seemed very pale. 
It lighted with 
a bright smile at the roar which swept 
across the floor and onward 
through 
the galleries and which grew into a 
Bwelligg cheer and 'rose and rell in a 
half dcz^n waves. 
Twice Mrs. Bryan 
bowed to the right and ^o the .left and 
then she was seated. 
To the masculine 
eye her gown was a linen like mate- 
rial, striped with jet black, and she 
wore a email bonnet of jet and green. 
Mrs. Bryan was followed into the box 
by Mrs. Bland, with Mr. George H. 
Macy, of New York; Mrs. Stone, with 
itr, F. D. Campau, of Minneapolis, and 
Mrs. Macy, with Mr. Clark Howell, of 
Atlanta. 


Following came Mr. Bryan, on the 
arm of Chairman James K. Jones, fol- 
lowed by Mr. Sewall, with 
Governor 
Stone, of Missouri, aod by Mr. Bland, 
with Mr. Eliot Dan'^orth. 
Senator 
William M. Stewart and party occupied 
box No. 47, within the special inclosure 
and Senator John B. Jones occupied 
box No. 51. 


The cheer for Mra. Bryan had 
not 


the hour, the democratic candidate for 
president, in the midst of a small 
group of his chief supporterp, appeared 
and pushed through the same doorway. 
The first glimpse was of a black coated, 
broad shouldered man, with a roll of 
manuscript held at his side, stepping 
with quick, light stride up the shorty 
flight of stairs. 
At his side was the 
strong figure, clad in gray, of Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of the 
democratic committee. 


As the smooth-shaven, strong faced 
young statesman stood at the front of 
the platform a flag was raised just 
above him in the gallery so that its 
folds swept down as a background for 
his form, and made hiin the one figure 
of the whole assemblage. 
The cheer 
that broke forth^ was of tremendous 
force. 
Certainly 
its recipient 
ha^ 
heard its like but once before, and thAt 
was the cheer which followed the close 
of his now famous speech before the 
Chicago convention. 


This time it was fans and hats and 
handkerchiefs that 
flattered 
in the 
thick, sultry heat, and the cry was 
Bryan, Bryan," repeated until the 
great'crowd wearied. 
The candidate 
bowed several times, embracing the 
different points, of the compass in his 
acknowledgment. 
It was only when 
he sat down at the right of the stand 
that the people took notice of the men 
who accompanied him. 


Foremost among them, seated at the 
left, was Arthur Sewall, the Bath ship 
builder and candidate for the vice 
presidency, a vigorous looking man, 
whose frame told of the New England 
air. There was Governor Stone, of 
Missouri, a thin faced man. ministerial 
in his bearing, and the presiding oflficer, 
Elliott Danforth, ex-treasurer of the 
state of New York. 


There were no vacant chairs in the 
hall when the nominees mounted the 
platform, and all standing space was 
filled, but the aisles were olfar and 
there was no crowding, for the police 
had promptly closed the doors when 
they saw that the seating capacity of 
the hall had been taken. 
Among the 
prominent democrats arrayed back of 
the platform were: 


Senators Blacchard, of Louisiana; 
Gorman, of Maryland; Roach, pf North 
Dakota; Tillman, of South Carolina; 
Congressmen Richardson and McMil- 
lian, 
of 
Tennessee; Livingston, of 
Georgia, and Rusk, of Meryland; Gov- 
ernor Hogg, of Texa?, and many others 
who had borne parts in the convention 
which nominated Mr. Bryan. 


It was 8:20 when Senator Jones 
stepped to the front of the box and 
lifted his hand for order. The response 
came in the form of calls for Bryan. 
Alter a moment the senator was able to 
hear himself introduce Mr. Danforth as 
the chairman of the meeting 


Mr. Danforth, in his turn, pounded 
with a gavel on the rail, and in his turn 
was showered with calls for Bryan. 
Mr. Danforth's "speech was a brief one, 
a mere formal introduction of Governor 
Stone. 


Governor Stooe read h^s notification 
from printed strips, but his voice car- 
ried to almost the ends of the hall. 
His statements that the last national 
convention was convened under the 
call of the democratic national com- 
mittee, was a truly democratic conven- 
tion, and evolved a platform of demo- 
cratic policy, 
were 
received 
with 
applause, while his reference to the 
republican platform as an upholder of 
foreign policy called 
forth 
hieses. 
Turning to the presidential candidate, 
who sat at his elbow, as he finished his 
speech with the formal address to Mr. 
Bryan, the Missouri governor placed in, 
the Nebraskan's hand a roll of parch- 
ment bearing the notification proper. 


Ten- minutes of 
chaos 
followed. 
Bryan stood alone at the front of the 
stage with outstretched hand asking 
for silence, while his audience stood on 
their chairs, cheering 
fiercely 
and 
repeatedly and shouting his name in 
chorus. 
After three or four minutes of 
this scene, Bryan tired of waiting for 
an opportunity to speak and sank into 
his chair, while the band broke into a 
patriotic air. Then Mr. Danforth came 
to the rescue with hia gavel, and finally 
the speech was begun. 


Talking from railroad trains had told 
plainly upon the candidate's voice. 
Its huskiness was apparent, and it 
could not begin to fill the hall until he 
warmed up to his task. 
Unlike his 
Ciiicago speech, Mr. Bryan read this 
address from the manuscript. 
He 
spoke slowly, being frequently inter- 
rupted with volleys of cheers, as fol- 
lows: 


speech of Mr. Brynn. 


Mr ChairmaiJ. (ientlenien of the Commit- 
tee and Fellow Citizens: 
I shall, at a future day and in a 
formal letter, accept the nomination 
which is now tendered by the notifica- 
tion committee, and I shall at that 
time touch upon the issues presented 
by the platform. 
It ia fitting, however, 
that at this time, in tbe presence of 


who assails the character and questions 
the patriotism of the delegates assem- 
bled in the Chicago convention assails 
the 
character 
and 
questions 
the 
patriotism of the million s who have 
arrayed themselves under the banner 
there raised. 


It has been charged by men standing 
high in business and political circles 
that our platform is a menace to private 
security and public safety; and it has 
been asserted that those whom I have 
the honor, for the 
time being, to 
represent, not only medidate an attack 
upon the rights of property, but are the 
foes of social order and national honor. 
Those who stand upon the Chicago 
platform are prepared to make known 
and to defend every motive which in- 
fluences 
them, every purpose which 
animates them, and every hope which 
ins|pires them. 
They understand the 
genius of our institutions, they are 
staunch supporters of the form of gov- 
ernment under which we live, and they 
build their faith upon foundations laid 
by the fathers. 


Andrew Jackson has stated, with 
admirable clearness and with an em- 
phasis which cannot be surpassed, both 
the duty and the sphere of government. 
He said: "Distinctions in society will 
always exist under every just govern- 
ment. Equality of talents, of education, 
or of wealth cannot be produced by 
human institutions. 
In the full enjoy- 
ment of thé gifts of heaven and the 
fruits of superior industry, economy 
and virtue, every man is equally en- 
titled to protection by law." 


We yield to none in our devotion to 
the doctrine just enunciated. 
Our 
campaign has not for its object the 
reconstruction of society. 
We cannot 
insure to the vicious the fruits of a 
virtuous li'e; we would not invade the 
home of the provident in order to sup- 
ply the wants of the spendthrift; we do 
not propose to transfer the rewards of 
industry to the lap of indolence. Prop- 
erty is and will remain the stimulus to 
endeavor and the compensation for 
toil. 
We believe, as asserted in the 
declaration of independence, that all 
men are created equal, but that 
does 
not mean that all men are Or can be 
equal in possessions, in ability or in 
merit; it simply means that all shall 
stand equal before the law and 
that 
government oflBcials shall not, in mak- 
ing, construing or enforcing the law, 
discrijoiinate between citizscs. 


I assert that property rights, as well 
as the rights of persons, are safe in the 
hands of the common people. Abraham 
Lincoln, in his message sent to congress 
in December, 1861, said: 
"No men 
living are more worthy to be trusted 
than those who toil up from poverty; 
none less inclined to take or touch 
aught which they have not honestly 
earned." 
I repeat his language with 
uc qualified approval and join with him 
in the warning which he added, name- 
ly: "Let them beware of surrendering 
a political power which they already 
possess, and which power, if surren- 
dered, will surely be used to close the 
doors of advancement against such as 
they, and to fix new disabilities and 
burdens upon them, till all of liberty 
shall be lost." 
Those who daily follow 
the injunction, "in the sweat of thy 
face shalt thou eat bread," are now, as 
they ever have been, the bulwark of 
law and order, the source of 
our 
nation's greatness in time of peace and 
its surest defenders in time of war. 


But I have only read a part of Jack- 
son's utterance. 
Let me give you his 
conclusion: "But when the laws under- 
take to add to those natural and just 
advantages artificial distinctions, 
to 
grant titles, gratuities and 
exclusive 
privileges, to make the rich richer and 
the potent more powerful, the humble 
members 
of 
society—the 
farmers, 
mechanics and the day laborers—who 
have neither the time nor means of 
securing like advantages for 
them- 
selves, have a right to complain of the 
injustice of their government." 
Those 
who support the Chicago 
platform 
indorse all of the quotations from 
Jackson—the latter part as well as the 
former part. 


REMEDY VICIOUS LEGISI.ATION. 


We are not surprised to find arrayed 
against us those who are the beneficiar- 
ies of government favoritism. 
They 
have read our platform. 
Nor are we 
surprised to learn that we must in this 
campaign face the hostility of those 
who find a pecuniary advantage in 
advocating 
the 
doctrine 
of 
non- 
interference when great aggregations 
of wealth are trespassing upon the 
rights of individuals. 
We welcome 
such opposition—it is the highest in- 
doreement which could be bestowed 
upon us. 
We are content to have tbs 
co-operation of those who desire to 
have the 
government 
administered 
without fear or favor. 
It is not the 
wish of the general public that 
t r u s t s 
should spring into existence and over 
ride the weaker members of society; 
is not the wish of the general public 
tbat. these t r u s t - ? should destroy com- 
petition and tbeii collect such tax as 


means of legislation, appropriate to 
their own use the proceeds of the toil 
of others. 
The commandment, "Thou 
shalt not steal," thundered from Sinai 
and reiterated in the legislation of all 
nations, is no respfector of persons. 
It 
must be applied to the great as well as 
the small, to the strong as well as the 
weak, to the corporate pereon created 
by law as well as to the person of flesh 
and blood created by the almighty. 


No government is worthy of the 
name which is not able to protect from 
every arm uplifted for his injury the 
humblest citizen who lives beneath the 
fl.Hg. It follows as a necessary con- 
clusion that vicious legislation must be 
remedied by the people who suffer 
from the effects of such legislation and 
not by those who enjoy its benefi's. 


INCOMB TAX PLAUK DEFENDED. 


The Chicago platform has been con- 
demned by some because it dissents 
from an opinion rendered by the su- 
preme court declaring the income tax 
law unconstitutional. 
Our critics even 
go so far as to apply the name anarchist 
to those who stand upon that plank of 
the platform. 
It must be remembered 
that we expressly recognize the binding 
force of that decision so long as it 
stands as a part of the law of the land. 
There is in the platform no suggestion 
of an attempt to dispute the authority 
of the Eupreme court. 
The party is 
simply pledged to use ' 'all the consti- 
tutional power which remains after 
that decision, or which may come from 
its reversal by the court as it may here- 
after be constituted." 
Is there any 
disloyalty in that pledge? 


For a hundred years the supreme 
court of the United States has sustained 
the principles which underlies the in- 
come tax. 
Some twenty years ago the 
same court sustained without a dissent- 
ing voice an income tax law almost 
identical with the one recently over- 
thrown. 
Has not a future court as 
much right to return to the judicial 
precedents of a century as the present 
court had to depart from them? When 
courts allow rehearings they admit that 
error is possible; the late decision 
against the income tax was rendered 
by a majority of one after a tehearing. 


While the money question 
over- 
shadows all other questions m import- 
ance, I desire it distirctly understood 
that I shall offer no apology for the 
income tax plank of the Chicago plat- 
form. The last income tax law sought 
to apportion the burdens of govern- 
ment more equitably among those who 
enjoy the protection of the govern- 
ment. 
At present the expenses of the 
federal goverament, collected through 
internal revenue taxes and 
import" 
duties, are especially burdensome upon 
the poor classes of society. 
A law 
which colleota, from some citizens more 
than their share of the taxes, and 
collects from other citizens leas than 
their share, is simply an indirect means 
of transferring one man's property to 
another man's pocket, and while the 
process may be quite satisfactory to 
the men who escape just taxation, it 
can never be satisfactory to those who 
are overburdened. 


The last income tax law, with its ex 
emption provisions, when considered in 
connection with other methods of taxa- 
tion in force, was not unjust to the 
possessors of large incomes, because 
they were not compelled to pay a total 
federal tax greater than their share. 
The income tax is not new, nor is it 
based upon hostility to the rich. 
The 
system is employed in several of the 
most important nations of Europe, and 
every income law now upon the statute 
books in any land, so far as I 
have 
been able to ascertain, contains an ex- 
emption clause. 
While the collection 
of an income tax in other countries does 
not make it necessary for this nation to 
adopt the system, yet it ought to mod- 
erate the language of those who de- 
nounce the income tax as an assault 
upon the well to do. 


Not only shall I refuse to apologize 
for the advocacy of an income tax law 
by the national convention, but I shall 
also refuse to apologize for the exercise 
by it of the right of dissent from a deci- 
sion of the eupreme court. In a govern- 
ment like ours every public official is a 
public servant, whether he holds office 
by election or by appointment, whether 
he serves for a term of years or during 
good behavior, and the people have a 
rig^t to criticize his official acts, 
' Con- 
fidence is everywhere parent of despot- 
ism; free government exists in jealousy, 
and not in confidence." 
These are the 
words of Thomas Jefferson, and I sub- 
mit that they present a truer conccp 
tion of popular government than that 
entertained 
by 
those 
who would 
prohibit an unfavorable comment upen 
a court decision. 
Truth will vindicate 
itself; only error fears Tree speech. No 
public oflicial who conscientiously dis- 
charges his duty as heseci-s ifc will desire 
to deny io those whom he serves the 
it I right to diEcus3 his othciai conduct. 
'

We do not underestimate the 


mercy, nor is it the fault of the general 
public that the instrumentalities of 
government have been so often prosti- 
tutf.(i to purposes of private gain. 


Those who stand upon the Chicago 
platform believe that the government 
should not only avoid wrong-doing, but 
that it should also prevent wrong-doing, 
and they believe that the law should 
be enforced alike against all enemies 
of the public weal. They do not excuse 
petit larceny, but they declare that 
grand larceny is equally a crime; they 
do not defend the occupation of the 
highwayman who robs the unsuspect- 
ing traveler, but they include among 
the transgressors those who, throug. 
the more polite and lees hat^do 


Now let me ask you to concider the 
paramount question oi tbe campaign— 
the money question. 
It U scarcely 
necessary to defend the principle of 
bimetallism. 
No national party during 
the entire history of tbe United States 
has ever declared against it, and no 
party in this campaign has had the 
termeiity to oppose it. 
Three parties 
—tho democratic, populist and silver 
parties—have not only declared for 
bimetallism, but have outlined the 
speciiio lei^islation necessary to restore 
silver to its ancient position by the aide 
of gold. 
The republican x^latform ex- 
pressly declares that bimetallism is 
desirable when it pledges the republi- 
can party to aid in securing it as soon 
as the nesistance of certain foreign 
nations can be obtained. 
Those who represented the minority 


sentiment in the Chicago convention 
opposed the free coinage of silver by 
the 
United States by independent 
action on the ground that, in their 
judgment, it "would retard or entirely 
prevent the establishment of interna- 
tional bimetallism, to which the efforts 
of the government should be steadily 
directed" 
When they asserted that 
the efforis of the government should be 
steadily directed towaid the establish- 
ment of international bimetallism, they 
condemned momometallism. 


The gold standard has been weighed 
in the balance aifd found wanting. 
Take from it the powerful support of 
the money-owning and the money- 
changing classes, and it cannot stand 
for one day in any nation in the world. 
It was fastened upon the United States 
without discussion before the people, 
and its friends have never yet been 
willing to risk a verdict before the 
voters upon that issue. 


There can be no sympathy or co op- 
eration between the advocates of a uni- 
versal gold standard and the question 
of bimetallism. 
Between bimetallism 
—whether independent or international 
and the gold standard there is an im- 
passable gulf. 
Is this quadrennial agi- 
tation in favor ot international bimetal- 
lism conducted in good faith, or do our 
opponents really desire to maintain the 
gold standard permanently ? Are they 
willing to confess the superiority of a 
double standard when joined in by the 
leading natipns of the world, or do they 
still insist that gold is the only metal 
suitable for\ standard money among 
civilized nations? 
If they are, in fact, 
desirous of securing bimetallism, we 
may expect them to point out the evils 
of a gold standard and defend bimetal- 
lism as a system. 
If, on the other 
hand, they are bending their energies 
toward the permanent establishment 
of a gold standard under cover of a dec- 
laration in favor of international bi- 
metallism, I am justified in suggesting 
that honest money cannot be expected 
at the hands of those who deal dishon- 
estly with the American people. 


TEST OF HONESTT IN MONEY. 


What is the test of honest money? 
It must certainly be found in the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. 
An abso- 
lutely honest dollar would not vary in 
it^ general purchasing power; it would 
be absolutely stable when measured by 
average prices. .A 
dollar which in- 
creases in purchasing power is just as 
dishonest as a dollar which decreases in 
purchasing power. 
Professor Laughlin, 
now of the University of Chicago, and 
one of the highest gold standard au- 
thorities, in his work on bimetallism 
not only admits that gold does not re- 
main absolutely stable in value, but ex- 
pressly asserts that "there is no such 
thing as a standard value for future 
payments, either in gold or silver, 
which remains absolutely invariable." 
He even suggests that a multiple stan- 
dard, wherein the unit is "based upon 
the selling prices of a number of arti- 
cles of general consumption," would be 
a more just standard than either gold 
or silver, or both, because "a long time 
contract would thereby be paid at its 
maturity by the same purchasing power 
as was given in the beginning." 


It cannot be successfully claimed 
that monometallism, or bimetallism, or 
any other system gives an absolutely 
just standard of value. 
Under both 
monometallism and bimetallism 
the 
government fixes the weight and fine- 
ness of the dollar, invests it with legal 
tender qualities, and then opens the 
mints to its unrestricted coinage, leav- 
ing the purchasing power of the dollar 
to be determined by the number of 
dollars. 
Bimetallism is better 
than 
monometallism, not because it gives us 
a perfect dollar—that is, a dftilar abso- 
lutely unvarying in its general purchas- 
ing power—but because it makes a 
nearer approach to stability, to honesty, 
to justice, than a gold standard possibly 
can. 


Prior to 1873, when there 
were 
enough open mints to permit all the 
gold and silver available for coinage to 
find entrance into the world's volume 
of standard money, the United States 
might have maintained a gold standard 
with less injury to the people of this 
country; but now, when each step to- 
ward a universal gold standard enhances 
the purchasing power of gold, depresses 
prices and transfers to the pockets of 
the creditor class an unearned 
incre- 
ment, the itfluence of this great nation 
msut not be thrown upon the side of 
gold unless we are prepared to accept 
the natural and legitimate consequences 
of such an act. 
Any legislation which 
lessens the world's stock of standard 
money increases 
the 
exchangeable 
value of the dollar; therefore, the cru- 
sade against silver must inevitably raise 
tbe purchasing power of money and 
lower the money value of all other 
iorms or property. 


Our oppouente sometimes sdmit tbat 
it was a mistake to demonetiz'i silver, 
but insist thi'.t we ehcutd submit to the 
present condition rather than return to 
the bimetallic system. They err in tup- 
posing that we have reached the end of 
the evii results of a gold etandard; we 
have not reached the end. 
Tiie injury 
! is a continuing one, and no person can 
I say how loug the world is to suiif r from 
the attempt to make geld the only 
PUiadard money. 
The same influences 
which are now operating lo destroy 
Eilvt-r in the United States will, if auc- 
t issliil here, be turned against other 
silver uüir g countries, and each new 
convert to the gold standard will add 
to the 
ral distress. 
So long as the 
scramble for gold 
continues, prices 
must ia i, and a general fall in prices is 
but ano. her definition of hard times, 


GDI, ) STANDARD UNDER CRITICISM. 


Our opponents, while claiming entire 
disinterestedneea for themselves, havé 


appealed to the selfishness of nearly 
every class of society. 
Recognizing the 
disposition of the individual voter to 
consider the effect of any proposed 
legislation upon himself, we present to 
the American 
people the 
financial 
policy outlined in the Chicago plst- 
iorm, believing that it will result in the 
greatest good to the greatest number. 


The farmers are opposed to the gold 
standard because they have felt its 
effects. Since they sell at wholesale 
and buy at retail they have lost more 
than they have gained by falling prices, 
and, besides this, they have found that 
certain fixed charges have not fallen at 
all. 
Taxes have not been perceptibly 
decreased, although it requires more of 
farm products now than formerly to 
secure the money with which to pay 
taxes. 
Debts have not fallen. 
The 
farmer who owned $1,000 is still com- 
pelled 
to pay $1,000, 
although 
it 
may be twice as difficult as formerly to 
obtain the dollar with which to pay the 
debt. 
Railroad rates have not been 
reduced 
to keep pace with falling 
prices, and besides these items, there 
are many more. 
The farmer has thus 
found complaint against the gold stand- 
ard. 


The wage earners have been injured' 
by a gold standard, and have expressed 
themaelves upon the subject with great 
emphasis. 
In February, 1895, a peti- 
tion asking for the immediate restora- 
tion of the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver at 16 to 1 was signed 
by the representatives of all, or nearly 
all, the leading labor organizations and 
presented to congress. 
Wage earners 
know that while a gold standard raises 
the purchasing pov«er of the dollar it 
also makes it more difficult to obtain 
possession of the dollar; they know 
that employment is less permanent, 
loss of work more probable and re- 
employment 
less 
certain. 
A gold 
standard encourages the hoarding of 
money, because money is rising; it also 
discourages enterprise and 
paralyzes 
industry. 
On the other hand, the 
restoration of bimetallism will discour- 
age hoarding, because, when prices are 
steady or rising, money cannot afford 
to lie idle in the bank vaults. 
The 
farmers and wage earners together 
constitute a considerable majority of 
the people 
of the country. 
Why 
should their interests be ignored in 
considering 
financial 
legislation? 
A 
monetary system which is peculiarly 
advantageous to a few syndicates has 
far less to commend it than a system 
which would give hope and encourage- 
ment td those who create the nation's 
wealth. 


Our opponents have made a special 
appeal to these who hold fire and life 
insurance policies, but those policy 
holders know that, since the total pre- 
miums received exceed the total losses 
paid, a rising standard must be of more 
benefit to the companies than to the 
policy holders. 


Much solicitude has been expressed 
by our opponents for the depositors in 
savings banks. They .constantly parade 
before these depositors the advantages 
of a gold standard, but these appeals 
will be in vain, because savings bank 
depositors know that under a gold 
standard there is increasing danger 
that they will lose their deposits be- 
cause of the inability of the banks to 
collect their assets; and they still 
further know that, if the gold standard 
is to continue indefinitely, they may 
be compelled to withdraw their de- 
posits in order to pay living expenses. 


It is only necessary to note the in- 
cveasiug number of failures in order to 
know that a gold standard is ruinous to 
merchants and manufacturers. 
These 
business men do not make their profirs 
from the people from whom they bor- 
row money, but from the people to 
whom they sell their goods. 
If 
the 
people cannot buy, retailers cannot 
sell, and if retailers cannot sell, whole- 
sale merchants 
and 
manufacturers 
mu3t go into bankruptcy. 


Those who hold as a permanent in- 
vestment the stock of railroads and of 
other enterprises—I do not include 
those who speculate in stocks or use 
stock holdings ae a means of obtaining 
an inside advantage in construction 
contracts—are irjured by a gold stan- 
dard. 
The rising dollar destroys the 
earning power of these 
enterprises 
without reducing tbeir liabilities, and, 
as dividends cannot be paid until sal- 
aries and fixed charges have been satis- 
fied, the stockholders mutit bear the 
burden of hard times. 


Salaries in businrsi occupations*de 
pend upon business conditions, and the 
gold standard both lessens the amount 
and threatens the permanency of such 
salaries. 


Official salaries, except the salaries of 
those who hold cffice for life, must, in 
the long run, bo adjnated to the condi- 
tions of those who pay the taxea^ and 
i- the present financial policy contin- 
ues we nnist expict the contest be- 
tween th« tf-xpiijer and tho tax. eater 
to incrf-aae in biit«^r.oess. 


The proiessionai cksBet; in tho main 
receive their support ^rom the produc- 
ing classes, and cin only enjoy prosper- 
ity when there is prosperity among 
those who create wealth. 


LIGHTING'S LARK. 


TJnnsiial Electrical Storm Canses 
Considerable Damage. 


Strnck » Ctanreli Spire, a Residence, 
and the BaMs Pattern Sbop— 
People Shocked. 


Although it rained hard ail over the 
city this morning a n d ' damages by 
lightning are reported from various 
quarters, the storm center appeared to 
be near the Pittsburg and the Bass 
shops. 
At the former place lightning 
fairly danced about the smoke stacks 
and the electric wires and the com- 
pany's telephone »ystem wa? rendered 
entirely inoperative. 
Several 
men 
were shocked, but none seriously. 
M. 
H. Morrison had hold of a large pair of 
tongs, removing a heated iron from the 
furnace, when a bolt of lightning ran 
down the smoke stack, out through 
the furnace and along the iron and 
tongs, giving 
him 
a severe shock. 
Four or five other men who stood near 
were also shocked. 
D. A. Wolford 
attempted to turn oii an electric light, 
when the lightning descended the wire 
and nearly knocked him down. 
In the 
copper shop the electric fluid Hashed, 
snapped and s'zzed about the pipes, 
furnaces and wires, creating a momen- 
tary panic among the workmen, but 
doing no personal damage. 
Lightning 
followed the wire into tbe engine room 
at the machine shop, played havoc with 
the arc light and 
then leaped 
to 
the huge engine, which it enveloped in 
flames, seemingly, for an instant. 
Ben 
Armack, who happened to be in the 
room at that moment, was slightly 
shocked. 


At the Bass works, the pattern shop 
was struck and the employes were all 
more or less shocked, but none seri- 
ously. 


Adam Kramer, the watchman at the 
crossing of Hanca street, wos operating 
the gate pumps when a wee speck of 
fire came in the tower through a win- 
dow and struck him on the right leg, 
rendering him helpless for a moment. 
Examining the limb, he was surprised 
to fiod a red star, about the siz? of a 
policeman's insignia, upon the flesh 
midway between the knee and hip, and 
extending down from it. to the ankle, 
was a red mark showing the course the 
fluid had taken when it struck. 
For 
several hours ^ after the shock 
Mr. 
Kramer complained of a numbness in 
the limb, but the feeling passed away 
and he is evidently little the worse for 
his experience. 


F. W. Austrup, a Wabash car re- 
pairer, while at work, was shocked and 
for a moment could not use his right 
arni. 
He soon recovered. 


This morning about 7 o'clock light- 
ning struck the steeple of the south 
side Congregational church, corner of 
West DeWald street and Hoagland 
avenue, splintering the same badly 
from top to bottom. 
Before the light- 
ning had reached the ground it tore up 
the shingles on the east side of the 
roof, burnt out the electric fuse and 
did some other damage. 
Tho loss will 
amount to about $75. This building 
was struck by lightning sixteen years 
ago, when it was controlled by the 
Church of God congregation. 
It is now 
a branch of the Congregational church 
on West Jefferson street. 


Another bolt struck the large resi- 
dence of Conductor J. C.' Craig, corner 
of Clinton and Masters.on streets, in 
Hamilton's addition, tearing up the 
slate roof on the west side of the housei 
but 
fortunately did not 
enter the 
house. 


A large barn on the farm of John 
Fry, in Madison township, was struck 
by lightning this morning and burned 
to the ground, with contents. 


Telephones and electric lights were 
burned out in numerous places, mak- 
ing it necessary to send out several 
repair parties shortly aiter the storm 


The storm was also very severe in 
tbe country lying south of the city and 
damages from hgbtnlng are numerous. 
Perhaps the most severe case is that of 
the toll gate near the county asylum, 
on the BlufVion road. Lightning struck 
the beam of the gate, rati down to the 
side of the house and tore off a consid- 
erable portion of the weather boarding. 
Mrs. Charlea Lyman and her daughter, 
Misg Grace Lyman, who live in the toll 
gate house, were knocked down 
and 
rendered senseless from the shock. 
They remained unconscious for over an 
hour, but are now out of danger.

There is one result of the present 
hard times which is working for good, 
6urely. That is the "shut down" of 
294 >hi8ky distilleries in Kentucky. 
Only six stills are now running in the 
whole Blue Grass state. 
This closing 
period is to lasf for eighteen months, 
it is understood. It is pleasant read- 
ing to note the main cause of this 
effect—the fact that more Kentucky 
whisky has been made than people will 
buy. To glean some liquor statistics, 
the annual consumption has drooped 
from thirty to twenty million gallons. 
In 1893 the distilleries of that state 
turned out no less than forty-five mil- 
lion gallons of the liquid 
fire. 
That 
year's 
production 
has 
not 
yet 
been 
sold 
out, 
there 
being 
eighty million gallons of Kentucky 
whisky today in bonded warehouses. 
The traffic is 
clearly 
unprofitable. 
Hard times have doubtless helped to 
bring about this state of things. 
But 
back of it plainly, is the encouraging 
fact that the whisky barons of Ken- 
tucky.are in "hard luck" for the simple 
reason that people don't buy and drink 
their stuff, as they used to. Outside of 
these conscienceless individuals who 
are "in the business"—and those un 
arquainted with Kentucky can hardly 
estimate the extent of the drunkard 
misking trade there, or its ramifications 
through Kentucky lij^e—there will be 
no bewailing the fate of this once most 
lucratiTe, and damnable, "industry."

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not be forgotten that the dollar cannot 
buy more than formerly, unless prop- 
erty sells for less 
than 
formerly. 
Hence, it will be seen that a large por- 
tion of those who may find some 
pecuniary advantage in a gold standard 
will discover that their losses exceed 
their gains. 


It is sometimes asserted by our op- 
ponents that a bank belongs to the 
debtor class, but this is not true of any 
solvent bank. Every statement pub- 
lished by a solvent bank shows that the 
assets exceed the liabilities. That is to 
say, while the bank owes a large amount 
of money to its depositors it not only 
has enough on hand in money and notes 
to pay its depositors, but in ad- 
dition thereto, has enough to cover its 
capital and surplus. When the dollar 
is rising in value slowly, a bank may, by 
making short time loans and taking 
good security, avoid losses, but when 
prices are falling rapidly the bank is 
apt to lose more because of bad debts 
than it can gain by the increase in the 
purchasing power of its capital and sur- 
plus; It must be admitted, however, 
that some bankers combine the busi- 
ness of a bond broker with the ordinary 
banking business, and these may make 
enough in the negotiation of loans to 
offset the loses arising in legitimate 
banking business. 


As long as human nature remains as 
it is there will always be danger that, 
unless restrained by public opinion or 
legal enactment, those who see a pecun 
iary profit for themselves in a certain 
condition may yield to the temptation 
to bringj about that condition. Jefterson 
has stated that one of the main duties 
of government is to prevent men from 
injuring one another, and neyer was 
that duty more important than it is to- 
day. It is not strange t^at those who 
have made a profit by furnishing fold 
to the government in the hour of its 
extremity favor a financial policy w,hich 
will keep^ the government dependent 
upon them. I believe, however. , ^ a t I 
speak the sentiment of the vast maior 
ity of the people of the IJnite'd States 
when I say that a wise financial policy 
administered.in behalf of all the people 
would make the government independ 
entofany combination of 
financiers, 
foreign or domestic. 


BHEBHAV AND BLAMB QUOTED 


Let me say a word now in regard to 
certain persons who are pecuniarly 
henefi,ted by a gold standard, and who 
favor it. not from a desire to trespass 
upon the rights of others, but because 
the circumstances 
which 
surround 
them bind them to the effect of • the 
gold standard upon others.' -I shall ask 
you to consider the language of two 
gentlemen whose long service and high 
standing in the party to which they be' 
long will protect them from advene 
criticism by our opponents. 


In 1S69 Senator Sherman said: "The 
contraction of the currency is a fai^ 
more distressing operation than sena- 
tors suppose. Our own and other nau 
tions have gone through that operation 
before. It is not possible to take that 
voyage without the sorest distress. 
To 
every person, except a capitalist out of 
debt or a salaried officer or annuitant, 
it is a period of loss, danger, lassitude 
of trade, fall of wages, suspension of 
enterprise, bankruptcy and disaster. 
It means ruin to all doalers whose 
debts are twice their business capital, 
though one-third less than their actual 
property. It means the fall of all sgri 
cultural production without Miy great 
reduction of taxes. What prudent man 
would dare to build a house^ « railroad, 
a factory or a barn with this certain 
fact before him?" 


As I have said before, the salaried 
officer referred to must be the man 
whose salary is fixed for life, and not 
the man whose jsalary depends upon 
business conditions. 
When Mr. Sher- 
man describes contraction of the cur- 
rency as disastrous to all the people 
except the capitalists out of debt and 
those who stand in a position similar 
to him, he is stating a truth which 
must be apparent to jsvery person who 
will give the matter careful considera- 
tion. Mr. Sherman was at that time 
speaking of the contraction of the 
volume of paper currency, but the 
principle which he set forth applies if 
there is a contraction of the volume ot 
the standard money of the world. 


Mr. Blaine discussed the same prin- 
ciple in connection with the demon- 
etization of silver. 
Speaking in the 
house of representatives February 7, 
1878, he said: ' I believe the struggle 
now going on in this country and other 
countries for a single gold standard 
would, if successful, produce 
wide- 
spread disaster in and throughout the 
commercial world. The destruction of 
silver as money and the establishing of 
goM as the sole unit of value must 
have a ruinous effect upon all forms 
of property, except those 
invested 
which yield a fixed return in money 
These would be enormously enhanced 
in value and would gain a dispropor- 
tionate and unfair advantage 
over 
every other species of property." 


Is it strange that the "holders of 
investments which yield a fixed return 
in money ' can regard the destruction 
of silver with complacency ? 
May we 
not expect the holders of other forms 
of property to protest against giving to 
money a "disproportionate and unfair 
advantage over every other species of 
property 7' 


PR08PSBITY 
OF 
THE 
MASSES 
ESSENTIAL. 


If the relatively few whose wealth 
consists largely in fixed investments 
have a right to use the ballot to en- 
hance the value of their investments, 
have not the rest of the people the 
right to use the ballot to protect them- 
selves from the disastrous consequences 
of a rising standard ? The people who 
must purchase money with the pro- 
ducts of toil stand in a positicn entire- 
ly different from the positioi; of those 
who own money or receiv e a fixed 
income. The well being of the nation 
—sye, of civilizition itself—-depende 
upon the proiperity of the masses. 


What shall it profit us to have a 
dollar which grows 
more 
valuable 
every day if such a dollar lowers the 
standard of civiliKition 
and brings 
distress to the people? What shall it 
profit us if, in trying to raise our credit 
by increasing the purchasing power of 
our dollar, we destroy our ability to 
pay the debts already contracted by 
lowering the purchasing power of the 
products with which those debts must 
be paid? 


If it is asserted, as it constantly is 
asserted, that the gold standard will 
enable us to borrow more money from 
abroad, I reply that the restoration of 
bimetallism will restore the 
parity 
between money and property, and thus 
permit an era of pro3perity which will 
enable the American people to become 
loaners of money instead of perpetual 
borrowers. Even if we desire to borrow, 
how long can we continue borrowing 
under a system which, by lowering the 
value of property, vreakens the founda- 
tion upon which credit stands? 


Even the holders of fixed invest- 
ments, though they gain an advantage 
from the appreciation of the dollar, 
certainly see the injustice of the legis 
lation which gives them this advantage 
over those whose incomes depend upon 
the value of property and products. 
If the holders of fixed investments will 
not listen to arguments based upon 
justice and equity, I appeal to them 
to 
consider 
the 
interests 
of 
posterity. W e do not live for ourselves 
alone. Our labor, our self denial and 
our anxious oare—all these are for 
those who are to come after us as 
much as for ourselves, but we cannot 
protect our children beyond the period 
of our lives. Let those who are now 
reaping advantage from a vicious finan- 
cial system remember that in the years 
to come their own children and their 
children's children may, throtigh the 
operation of this same system, be made 
to pay tribute to the deectendants of 
those who are wronged today. 


dearer metal, if there is any perceptible 
difference between the bullion values 
of the metals. 
This new 
demand 
created for the dearer metal will make 
that metal dearer still! While the 
decreased demand for the 
cheaper 
metal will make that metal cheaper 
still. 
If, on the other hand, the debtor 
exercises the option, it is reasonable to 
suppose that he will pay in the cheaper 
metal, it ono metal 
is perceptibly 
cheaper than the other, but the de- 
mand thus created for the cheaper 
metal will raise its price, while the 
lessened demand for the dearer metal 
will lower its price. In other words, 
when the creditor has the option the 
metals are drawn apart; whereas,.when 
the creditor has the option, the metals 
are held together approximately at the 
ratio fixed by law; provided the de- 
mand created is sufficient to absorb 
all of both metals presented at the 
mint. 


Society is. therefore, interested in 
having the option exercised by the 
debtor. Indeed, there can be no tuch 
thing as real bimetallism unless the 
option is exercised by the debtor. The 
exercise of the option by the debtor 
compels the creditor classes, whether 
domestic or foreign, to exert themselves 
to maintain the parity between« gold 
and silver at the legal ratio, whereas 
they might fiod a profit in driving one 
of . the metals to a premium if they 
could then demand the dearer metal. 


The right of the debtor to Choosy the 
coin in which payment shall be made 
extends to obligations due from the 
government as well as to contracts be 
tween individuals. 
A government 
obligation is simply a debt dut from all 
the people to one of the people, and it 
is impossible to justify a policy which 
makes the interests of the one person 
who holds the obligation superior to 
the rights of the many who must be 
taxed to pay it. When, prior to 1873 
silver was at a premium, it was never 
contended that national l^onor required 


and silver certificates from circulation 
and leave nothing but gold as legal 
tender money. 
Are our opponents 
willing to outline a financial system 
which will carry out their policy to its 
legitimate conclusion, or will they con- 
tinue to cloak their designs in ambigu- 
ous phrases? 


BIMETALLISM HELD AS IMPERATIVE 


FOR IKD1SPEXDENT FREE COIffAGB. 


As against the maintenance of a gold 
standard, either permanently or until 
other nations can be united for its 
overthrow, the Chicago platform pre- 
sents a clear and emphatic demand for 
the immediate restoration qf the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver and 
gold &t the present legal ratio of 16 to 
1 without waiting for the aid or con 
sent of any other nation. 
We are not 
asking that a new experiment be tried; 
we are insisting upon a return to 
financial policy approved by the ex- 
perience of history and supported by 
all the prominent statesmen of our 
nation from the days of the first presi- 
dent down to 1873. 


When we ask . that our mints be 
opened to the free and unlimited coin 
age of sUver into full legal tender 
money we are simply asking that the 
same mint privileges be accorded to 
silver that are now accorded to gold, 
When we ask that this coinage be at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 we simply ask that 
our gold coins and the standaird silver 
dollar—which, be it remembered, con' 
tains the same amount of pure silver 
as the first silver dollar coined _ at our 
mints—retain their present weight and 
fineness. 
^ ^ 


The theoretical advantage of the 
bimetallic system is best stated by a 
Earopean writer on political economri 
who suggests the followingiliustration: 
A river fed from two sources is more 
uniform in volume than a river fed 
from one source, t ^ reason being that 
when one of the feeders isawollen the 
other 'may be low, whereas a river 
which has but one feeder must rise or 
fall with that feeder. So in the case of 
bimetallism; the volume of metallic 
money receives 
contributions 
from 
both the gold mines and the silver 
mines, and therefore varies less; and 
the dollar, resting upon two metals, is 
less changeable in its purchasing power 
than the dollar which rests on one 
metal only. 


OPTION OF PATMENt OF DtBTORS. 


If there are two kinds of money the 
option must rest either with the debtor 
or with the creditor. Assuming that 
their rights are equal, we must look at 
the interests of society in general in 
order to determine to which side the 
option should be given. Under the 
bimetallic system gold and silver are 
linked together by law at a fixed ratio» 
and any person, or persons owning any 
quantity of either metal can have the 
same converted into full legal tender 
money. 


If the creditor has the right io choose 
the metal in which payment shall be 
made, it is reasonable to suppose that 
he will require the debtor to pay in the

the payment of government obligations 
in silver, and the Matthews resolution 
adopted by congress in 1878, expressly 
asserted the right of the United Stafes 
to redeem coin obligations in standard 
silver dollars as well as in gold coin. 


Upon this subject the Chicago plat- 
form reads: . "We are opposed to the 
policy and practice of surrendering to 
the holders of the obligations of the 
United States the option reserved by 
law to the government of redeeming 
such obligations in either silver coin or 
gold coin." 
. 


CRITICIBM F^R HR. CARLISLE. 


It is constantly assumed by some 
that the United States notes, commonly 
called ^^reenbacks, and the treasury 
notes issued under the act of 1890 ar^ 
responsible for the recent drain upon 
the gold reserve, but this assumption is 
entirely without foundation. Secretary 
Carlisle appeared before the house com 
mittee on appropriations January 21 
lb95, and I quote from the printed re 
p^rk o' his testimony before the com 
mittee: 


' ilr. Sibley—I would like to aiirk you 
(perhaps not entirely connected with 
the mat^.er under discussioD) what ob- 
jection there could be to having the 
option of redeeming either in silver er 
¿bid lie with the treasury instead of 
the note holder?" 


"Secretary Carlisle—If that policy 
hiad been adopted in the beginning of 
resu cap lion—and I aiù not saying this 
for thè purpose of ciiticing the action 
of any of my predecessors, or anybody 
else—but if the policy had been adopt- 
ed of rest rving to the government ai 
the beginning of resumption the option 
of redeeming in gold of silver all its 
paper presented, I believe it would have 
worked beneficially, and there'would 
have been no trouble growing out of it. 
But the secretaries of the treasury from 
the 
beginning of resumption have 
pursued the policy ot redeeming in<gold 
or silver, at the option of thè holder of 
the paper, and if any secretary had 
afterward attempted to change that 
policy, and force silver upon a man who 
wanted gold, or gold upon a man who 
wanted silver, and espedally if he had 
made that aittempt at such a criticid 
period as we have had in the last two 
years, my judgment ia it would haye 
been very disastrous." 


I do not agree with the secretary 
that it was wise to follow a bad pri 
cedent, but from his answer it will 
seen that the fault does not lie with 
the greenback and treasury notes, but 
rather with the executive ofiicers, who 
have seen fit to surrender a. right which 
should have been exercised for the 
protection of the interests of the peo 
pie. This executive action has already 
bean made the excuse-for the issue of 
more than 1250,000,000 in bonds, and it 
is impossible to estimate the amount o 
bonds which may hereafter be issued if 
this policy is continued 


We are told that any attempt upon 
the part of the government to redeem 
its obligations in silver would put 
premium upon gold, but why should 
it? The Bank of France exercises the 
right to redeem all bank paper in 
either gold or silver, and yet France 
maintains the parity between gold and 
silver at the ratio of. 15^ to 1, and 
retains in circulation more silver per 
capita than we do in the 
United 
Slates. 


It may be further answered that our 
oppoDents have suggested no feasible 
plaa for avoiding the dangers which 
they fear 
Tùe retirement of 
the 
greenbacks and treasury notes would 
not protect the treaaury, because the 
same policy which now leads the secre- 
tary ot the treasury to redeem all gov 
ernment paper in gold when gold is 
demanded will r<-qaire the redemption 
of all silver dollars and tilver ceitifi- 
cates in gold if the greenbacks and 
treasury notes are withdrawn from 
•irculation. 
More than this, if the 
government should retire its paper and 
throw upon the banks the necessity of 
furnishing coin redemption, the banks 
would exercise the right to furnish 
either gold or siWer. 
lu other words, 
they would rxercifte the option, just as 
the government ought to exercise it 
now. 


The government must either exer- 
cise the right to redeem its obligations 
in silver when silver is more conven- 
ient, or it must retire all the silver 


There is an actual necessity for bi- 
metallism as 
well as a theoretical 
defense of it. During the last twenty- 
three years legiolation has been creat- 
ing an additioaal demand for geld, and 
this law created demand has resulted 
in increasing the pürchasifig power of 
each ounce of gold. The restoration of 
bimetallism in the United States will 
take away from gold just so much of 
its purchasing power as was added to it 
by the demonetization of silver by the 
United States. 
The silver dollar is 
now held up to the gold dollar by legal 
tender laws and not by redemption in 
gold, because the standard silver dol' 
lars are not now redeemable in gold 
either in law or by administrative 
policy. 


We contend that the free and un 
limited coinage by the United States 
alone will raise the b all ion value of 
silver to its coinage value, and thua 
make silver bullion worth |129 per 
ounce in gold throughoat the world. 
This proposition is in keeping with 
natural lawp, not in dt fi tnce Of thetd. 
,The best known law of commerce it 
the law 
supply and demand. 
Wè 
recognize this law and build our árgü-, 
ment upon it. We apply this law to 
money when we say that a reduction in 
the volume of money will raise the 
purchasing power of the dollar. 
We 
also apply the law of supply and de- 
mand to silver when we say that a new 
demand for silver created by law will 
raise the price of silver bullion. 


Gold and silver are different from 
other commodities in that they are 
limited in quantity. 
Corn, 
wheai, 
nianufactured products, etc., can be 
produced almost without limit, pro- 
vided they can be sold at a price 
sufficient to stimulate production, büt 
gold and silver are called precious 
metals, because they are found, ' not 
produced. These metals have been the 
objects of anxious search as far back as 
history runs, yet, according to Mr 
Harvey's calculation, all the gold coin 
of the world can be melted into i 
twenty-two foot cube and ell the silver 
coin in the world into a sixty-siX foot 
cube. 
Because gold and silver al^ 
limited, both in the quantity now ih 
hand and in actual production, it fol 
lows that legislation can fix the ratio' 
between them 
Any purchaser who 
stands ready to take the entire supply 
of any given article at a certun price 
can prevent that article fróm falling 
below that price. So the government 
can fixa price for gold and silver by, 
creating a dt^mand greater than the 
supply. 


International 
bimetallists 
believe 
that several nations, by entering into 
an agreement to coin at a fixed ratio 
all the gold and silver presented, can 
maintain the bullion value of the metals 
at the mint ratio. 
When a mint price 
is thus establ|ihe(i it regulates the bul- 
lion price, because any person desiring 
coin may have the bullion converted 
into coin at that price, and any persoh 
desiring btillion can secuici^ it, by melt 
ing the coin. The only question ijjpoh 
which international bimetailis^s ahci 
independent bimetaljists difier is: Can 
the United States, by the free and un 
limited coinage of silver at the present 
legal ratio, create a demand for silyer, 
which, taken in connection with the 
demand already in existence, will be 
sufficient to utiliia all the silver that 
will be presented at the mints? They 
agree in their defense of bimetallic 
principle, and they agrée in unalterable 
opposition to the gold stándard. 
In- 
ternational bimetiallÜBts cannot bdm 
plain that free coinage gfves a benefit 
to thè mine owhèr, because internat- 
ional bimetállisín gives to the owner of 
silver all the advantages offered by in 
dependent biñaetallism at~ thérsáme 
ratio. International bimetallista can- 
not accuse the advócaos of free silver

FLOOD OF SILVER NOT FfiARïP. 


In discussing this question we must 
consider the capacity of our people to 
use silver and the quantity of silver 
waich can come to nur mints. It must 
be remembered that we live im a 
country only partially developed, and 
that our people far surpass any equal 


number of people in the world in theîr 
power to consume and prij^uc •. Our 
extensive railroad development 
and 
enormous internal commerce must also 
be taken into consideriticn. 


Now, how much silver can come 
here? Not the coined silver of the 
world, because almost all of it is more 
valuable at this time in other lands 
than it will be at our mints under free 
ceinage. If our mints are opened to 
free and unlimited coinage at the 
present ratio, merchandise bilver can 
not come here, because the labor ap- 
plied to it has made it worth more in 
the form of merchandise than it will 
be worth at our mints. We cannot 
even expect all of the annual product 
of silver, because India. China Japan, 
Blexico and all other silver using 
countries most satisfy their annual 
needs from the annual product; the 
arts will require a large amount, and 
the gold standard countries will need 
a considerable quantity for subsidiary 
coinage. We will be required to coin 
only that which is not needed else- 
whéte; but, if we stand ready to take 
and utilize all of it, ether nations will 
be compelled to buy at the price which 
we fix. 


Many fear that the c pening of bur 
mints will be followed by an enormous 
inciease in the annual production of 
silver. This is conjecture. Silver has 
been used as money for thousands of 
years, and during all of that time thè 
world has never stiffered from an over- 
prodtietibn. If, for any reason, the 
supply of gold or silver in the -future 
ever exceeds the rcquirementi of the

confidently hope that the intelligence 
of the people will be sufficient to devise 
and enact any legislation necessary for 
the protection of the public. 
It is 
folly to refuse to the people the money 
which they now need for fear they may 
hereafter have more than they need. 
I am firmly convinced that by opening 
our mints to fiee and unlimited coinage 
at the present ratio we can create a 
demand for silver which will keep the 
price of silver bullion at |1 29 per 
ounce, measured by gold. 


Some of our opponents attribute the 
fall in the value of silver when meas- 
ured by gold to the I act that during 
the 
lasi quarter of a century the 
worW's supply of silver has increaised 
more rapidly than the world's supply 
of gold. 
This argument is entirely 
answered by the fact that during the 
last five years the annual production of 
gold has increased more rapidly than 
the annual production of silver. 
Since 
the gold price of silver has fallen more 
during the last five years than it ever 
fell in any previous five years in the 
history of the world, it is evident that 
the fall is not due to increased produc- 
tion. 
Prices 
can be 
lowered as 
effectually by decreasing the demand 
for an article as by increasing the sup- 
ply of it, and it seems certain that the 
fall in the gold price of silver is due to 
hostile legislation and not to natural 
laws. 


Our opponents cannot ignore the fact 
that gold is going bbroad in spite of all 
legislation intended to,prevent it, and 
no silver is being coined to take its 
place. 
Not only is gold going abroad 
now, but it must continue to go abroad 
as long as the present financial policy 
is adhered to, unless we continue to 
borrow from across the ocean, and even 
then we simply postpone the evil, 
because the amount borrowed, together 
with interest upon it, must be repaid in 
appreciating dollars. The American 
people now owe a large sum to Euro- 
pean creditors, and falling prices have 
left a larger and larger margin between 
oar 
net national 
income and our 
national interest charge. 


There is only one way to stop the 
increasing fidw of gold from our shores, 
and that is to stop falling prices. The 
restoration bf bimetallism will not only 
stop falling prices, but will, to sume 
extent, 
restore 
prices by reducing 
the world's demand for gold. 


If it is argued that a rise in pric^ 
lessens the value of the dollars which 
we pay to our creditors, I reply that, in 
the balancing of equities, the American 
people have as much right to favor a 
financial system whicâ'will maintain or 
restore prices as foreign creditors have 
to insist upon a financial system that 
will reduce prices. But the interests 
of society are far superior to the inter- 
ests of either debtors or creditors, and 
the interests of society demand a finan- 
cial systém which will add to the 
volume of the standard money of the 
world, and thus restore stability to 
inrices 


CHABOE OF BÏPUDIATÎON DIÎNÏBD 


Perhaps the most persibtent* misrep- 
resentation that we have to meet is the 
charge that we are advocating the 
payment of debts in fi'ty-cent dollars. 
At the present time and under present 
laws a silver dollar, when melted, loses 
nearly half its valúe, but that will not 
be true when we again establish a mint 
price for silver and leave no surplus 
silver upon thé market to drag down 
the price of bullion. Under bimetallism 
silver bullion will be worth as much as 
silver coin, just as gold bullion is now 
worth as much as gold coin, and we 
believe that a silver dollar will be 
worth as much as a gold dollar. 


The charge of repudiation 
comes 
with poor grace from those who are 
seeking to add to the weight of existing 
debts by legislation 
which 
makes 
money dearer, and who conceal their 
designs against the general 
welfare 
under the euphonious pretense that 
they are upholding public credit and 
national honor. 


In answer to the charge that gold 
will go abroad, it must be remembered 
that no gold can leave this country 
until the owner of the gold receives 
something in return for it which he 
would rather have. 
In other words, 
when gold leaves the country those 
who formerly owned it will be bene 
fited. 
There is no process by which 
we can fce compelled to part with our 
gold sg'únst cur will, nor is there any 
process by which silver can be forced 
upon ,U3 without our consent. 
Ex- 
changes are matters of agreement, and 
if silver conies to this couutry under 
free coinage it will be at the invitation 
of some one in this country who will 
give something in exchange for it. 


Those who deny the ability of the 
United States to maintain the parity 
between gold and silver at the present 
legal ratio without foreign aid point to 
Mexico and asaert that the opening of 
our mints will reduce us to a silver 
basis and ^ise gold to a premium. 
It 
is no reflection upon our sister republic 
to remind our^people that the United 
States is much greater than Mexico in 
area, in population and in commercial 
strength. 
It is absurd to assert that 
the United States is not able to do any- 
thing which Mexico has failed to 
accomplish. 
The one thing necessary 
in order to maintain the parity is to 
furnish a demand great enough to 
utilize all the silver which will come to 
the mint. 
That Mexico has failed to 
do, but this is no proof that the United 
States would also fail. 


It is also argued that, since a number 
of the nations have demonetiissd silver, 
nothing can be done until all of those 
nations restore b nietalliEm. 
This is 
also illogical 
It is immaterial how 
many or how few nations heve open 
mints, provided there are sufficient 
open mints to furnish a monetary de- 
mand for all the gold and silver avail- 
able for coinage. 


In reply to the argument that im- 
proved machinery has lessened the cost 
of producing silver, it is sufficient to 
sey that the same is true of the pro- 
duction of gold, and yet, notwithsfafld- 
ing that, gold has risen in value. 
As a 
matter of fact the cost of production 


does not dftermine the value of the 
precious metals excfpt as it may affect 
the supply. 
If, for instance, the cost 
of producing gold ehould be reduced 90 
per cent, without any increase in the 
output, the purchasing power of an 
ounce of gold would not fall. 
So long 
as there ia a monetary demand suf- 
ficient to take at a fixed mint price all 
the gold and silver produced, the cost 
of production need not be considered. 


It is often objected that the prices of 
gold and silver cannot be fixed in rela- 
tion to each other because of the varia- 
tion in the relative production of the 
metalc. 
This argument also overlooks 
the fact that if the demand for both 
metals tit a fixed price is greater than 
the supply of both relative production 
becomes immaterial. 
In the early part 
of the present century the annupl pro- 
duction ol silver was worth, at the 
coinage ratio about three times as much 
as the annual' production of gold; 
whereas, soon after 1849. thp annual 
production of gold became worth about 
three times as much, at the coinage 
ratio, as the annual production of silver, 
and yet, owing to the maintenance of 
the bimetallic standard, these enor- 
mous changes in relative production 
had but a slight effect upon the relative 
values of the metals. 


If it is asserted by cur opponents 
that the free coinage of silver is intend- 
ed only for the benefit of the mine 
owners it must be remembered that 
free coinege cannot restore to the mine 
ovrners any more than demoneiiziition 
took away, and it must also be remem- 
bered that the loss which the demone- 
tization of silver has brought to the 
mine owners is insignificant when com- 
Dtred to the loss which this policy has 
brought to the rest of the people. The 
restoration of silver will bring to thé 
people generally many times as much 
advantage as t^e mice owners can 
obtain from it. 


While it is not the purpose of free 
coinage to especially aid any particular 
class, yet those who believe that the 
restoration of silver is needed by the 
whole people should not be deterred 
because an incidental benefit will come 
to the mine owner. 
The erection ot 
forts, the deepening of harbors, the 
improvement of 
rivers, 
the erec- 
tion of public 
buildings-rail these 
confer incidental benefits upon indi- 
viduals and communities, and yet these 
incidental benefits do not deter us from 
making appropriations for these pur- 
poses whenever such appropriations 
are necessary for the public good. 


The argument that a silver dollar is 
heavier than a gold dollar« and that 
there'ore silver ia leas convenient to 
carry in large quantities is completely 
answered 
by the silver certificdte, 
which is SB easily carried as the gold 
certificates or any other kind of paper 
money. 


FOB SIXRSEN TO ONI RATI ». 


There are some who, while admitting 
the benefits of bimetallism, object to 
coinage at the present ratio. 
If any 
are déceived by this objection, they 
ought to remember that there are no 
bimet'allists who are earnestly endeav- 
oiing to secure it at any other ratio 
thati 16 to 1 
We brts opposed to any 
chtthge in the ratio for two reasons. 
Firiii, beioause a change would produce 
great injtistiëe, and, second, because a 
chan'ge iu the ratia is not necessary. 
A 
charge 
would produce injustice 
because, if effected in the manner 
usually suggested, it would result in an 
enormous contraction in the volume of 
standard money. 


If, for instance, it was decided by 
intein«tiohal agreement to raise the 
ratios throughout the world to 32 to I 
thé change might be effected in any 
one of three ways. The silver dollar 
cculd be doubled in s:z", so that the 
new silver dollar would weigh thirty- 
two times as much as the present gold 
dollar; or that the present gold dollar 
could be reduced one-half in weight, to 
that the present silver dollar would 
wt igh thirty-two times as much as the 
new gold dollar; or the change could 
be madè by increasing the size of the 
silver dollar and decreasing the size of 
the gold dollar, until the new silver 
dollar would weigh thirty-two times as 
much as the new gold dollar. 


Those who have advised a change in 
the ratio have usually suggested that 
the silver dollar ba doubled. If this 
changé were m tde it would necessitate 
the recoinage of four billions of silver 
into two billions of dollars. 
There 
would be an immediate loss of two bil- 
lion dollars either to individuals or to 
the government, but this would be the 
lea&t of the injury. 
A shrinkage of one 
half in the silver money of the world 
would mean a shrinkage of one fourth 
in the total volume of metallic money 
The contraction, by increasing the 
value of the dollar, would virtually in 
crease the debts of the world billions of 
dollars, and decrease still more the 
value of the property of the world as 
measured by dollars. 
Besides this im 
mediate result, such a change in the 
ratio would permanently decrease the 
annual addition to the world's supply of 
money, 
because 
the annual silver 
product when coined into dollars twice 
as large would make one half as many 
dollars. 


The people of the United Stales 
would be injured by a change in the 
ratio, cot because they produce silver 
bul because they own property and owe 
debts, and they cannot afford to thus 
decrease the value of their property or 
increase the burden of their debts. 


DOIS NOT KEAB OVBRPROOUCTION. 


In 1878 Mr. Carlisle said: "Mankind 
will be fortunate indeed if the annual 
production of gold and silver c jin shall 
keep pace with the annual increase of 
population and industry." 
I repeat 
this assertion. 
All of the gold and 
silver annually available for coinage, 
when converted into coin at the pres 
ent ratio, will not, in my judgment, 
more than supply our monetary needs 
In supporting the act of 1890, known 
as the Sherman act, Senator Sherman 
on J une 5 of that year, said : ' Under 
the law of February. 1878. the purchase 
of $2 000,000 worth of silver bullion 
month has by coinage produced annu 
ally an average of $3.000,000 per month 
for a period of twelve years, but this 
amount, in view of the retirement of 


tht. bank notes, will not increase our 
currency in proportion to our increas- 
ing population. 
If our present cur. 
rency is estimated at $1.400,000 000 and 
our population ia increasing at the ratio 
of 3 per cent, per annum, it would re- 
quire $42 000,000 increased circulation 
each year to keep pace with the in- 
crease of population, but, as the in- 
crease of population is accompanied by 
a 
still greater ratio of increase of 
wealth and business, it was thought 
that an immediate increase of circula- 
tion might bo obtained by large pur- 
chases of silver bullion to an amount 
sufficient to make good the retirement 
of bank notes and keep pace with the 
growth of population. 
Assuming that 
$54,000,000 ft year of additional cur- 
rency is needed upon this basis, that 
amount ia provided for in this bill by 
the issue of treasury notes in exchange 
for bullion at the market price." 


If fhe United States then needed 
more than $42 000,000 annually to keep 
pace with population and business, it 
now, with a larger population, needs a 
still greater annual addition, and the 
United States is only one nation among 
many. 
Our opponents made no ade- 
quate provision for the 
increasing 
monetary needs of the world. 


In the second place a ohange in the 
ratio is not necessary. 
Hostile legisla- 
tion has decreased the demand for sil- 
ver and lowered its price when meas- 
ured by gold, while this same hostile 
legislation, by increasing the demand 
for gold, has raised the value of gold 
wheti measured by other forms of prop- 
erty. 


We are told that the restoration of 
bimetallism would be a hardship upon 
those who have entered into contracts 
payable in gold coin, but this ie a mis- 
take. 
It will be easier to obtain the 
g61d with which to meet a gold con- 
tract, when most of the people can use 
silver, than it is now when every one is 
trying to secure gold. 


The Chicago platform expressly de- 
clares in favor of such legislation as may 
be necessary to prevent, for the future, 
the demonetization of any kind of legal 
tender money by private 
c<mtract. 
Such contracts are objected to on the 
ground that they are agiiinst public 
policy. 
No one questions the right of 
legislatures to fix the rate of interest 
which can be collected by law; there is 
far more reason for preventing private 
individuals from setting aside legal 
tender law. 
The money, which is by 
law made a legal tet der, must, in the 
course of ordinary business, be accepted 
by ninety nine out of every hundred 
persons. 
Why should not the One 
hundredth man be peimited to exempt 
himself from the general rule? 
Special 
contracts have a tendency to increase 
the demand for a particular kind of 
money,, and thus force it to a premium. 
Have not the people a right to say that 


^jomparat^ely few individuals Shall 
not be permitted to derange the finan- 
cial system of the nation in order to 
collect'a premium in case they succeed 
in forcing one kind of money to a pre- 
mium? 


HINTS AT A SPECIAL SESSION. 


there is another argument to which 
ask your attention. 
Some of the 
more zealous|opponents of free coinage 
point to thé fact that thirteen months 
must elapse between the élection and 
the fitst regular sessions of covgteèa; 
and assert that during that time, in 
case the people declare themselves; in 
avoroffree coinage, all loans will be 
withdrawn and all mortgages 
fore- 
closed 
If these are merely prophecies 
indulged in by those who have forgot- 
ten the provisions of the coiistitutioD, 
it will be sufficient to remind 
them 


that the president is empowered to 
convene 
congress 
in extraordinary 
session whenever the public good re- 
quires such action. 
I«", in November, 
the people by their ballots declare 
themselves in favor of the immediate 
restoration of bimetallism, the system 
can be inaugurated 
within a few 
months. 


If, however, the assertion that loans 
will be withdrawn and mortgages fore- 
closed is made to prevent such political 
action as the people may believe to be 
necessary for the preservation of their 
rights, then a new and vital issue is 
raised. 
Whenever it is necessary for 
the people as a whole to obtain consent 
from the owners of money and the 
changers of money before they can 
legislate upon financial questions, we 
shall have passed from a democracy to 
a plutocracy. 
But that time has not 
yet arrived. 
Threats and intimidaticn 
will be of no avail. 
The people who in 
1776 rejected the doctrine that k ^ g s 
rule by right divine, will not, in this 
generation, subscribe to a doctrine that 
money is omnipotent. 


INTERNATIONAL ACTION DOCBTED. 


In conclusion permit me to say a 
word in regard to international bimet- 
allism. 
We are not opposed to an 
international agreement looking to the 
restoration of bimeta,llism throughout 
the world. 
The advocates of free coin- 
age have on all ocCaaiona shown their 
willingness to co operate with other 
nations in the reinstatement of silver, 
but they are not willing to await the 
pleasure of other governments when 
immediate relief ia needed by the peo- 
ple of the United States, and they 
further believe that independent action 
offers better assurance of international 
bimetallism than servile dependence 
upon foreign aid. 


For more than twenty years we have 
invited the assistance of European 
nations, but all progress in the direc- 
tion of international bimetallism has 
been blocked by the opposition of those 
who derive a pecuniary benefit from 
the appreciation of gold. 
How loog 
must 
we 
wait 
for 
bimetallism 
to be 
brought 
to 
us by 
those 
Who 
pre fit by 
monometallism? 
If the double stan dard will bring bene. 
fits to our people, who will deny them 
the right to enjoy those benefita? 
If 
our opponents would admit the right, 
the ability and duty of ont people to 
act for themselves on all public ques- 
tions, without the assistance and re- 
gardless of the wishes of other nations, 
and then propose the remedial legisla^ 
tion which they consider tttffîcieikl;- we 
could meet them in the field of honor- 
ablq debate; but when they iassert that 
this nation is helpless to protect Uie 
rights of its owti citizens, we challenge 
them to submit theirs to a people 
whose patriotism has never been ap- 
pealed to in vain. 


We shall not offend other nations 
when we déclare the right of the Amer- 
ican people to govern themselireg, and, 
without let or hinderance from without 
decide upon every question - presented, 
for their consideration. 
I|i taking this 
position we simply maintain the dignity 
of 70,000,000 citizens, who are second to 
none in their capacity for self-govern- 
ment. 


The gold standard has compelled the 
American people to pay an ever in- 
creasing tribute t^ the creditor nations 
of the world—a tribute which no one 
dares to defend. I asaert that national 
honor requires the United States to 
secure justice for all its citizens as well 
a» to do justice to all its creditors. For 
a people like ours, blest with natural 
resources of surpaîBBiog: richness, to

products at remunerative prices. 
Pro- 
duction of wealth goes before the ex- 
change of wealth. 
You cannot afford 
to join the money changers in support 
of a financial policy which, destroying 
the purthasing power of the products 
of the toiler, must, in the end, dis- 
courage the creation of wealth, 


I ask, I expect, your co operation. 
It is true that a few of your 
financiers 
would fashion a new figure—a figure 
representing 
Columbia, her 
hands 
bound fast with fetters of gold and her 
face turned toward the east, appealing 
for assistance to those who live beyond 
the sea—but this figure can never ex- 
press your idea of the nation. You will 
rather turn for inspiration to the heroic 
statue which guards the entrance to 
your city—a statue as patriotic in con 
ception as it is collossal in proportions; 
it was the gracious gift of a sister 
republic aiid stands upon a pedestal 
which was built by the American peo- 
ple. That figure—Liberty Enlightening 
the World—is emblematic of the mis- 
sion of our nation among the nations 
of the earth. 


With a government whiph derives its 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned—secures to all the people free- 
dom of conscious, freedom, of thought 
and freedom of speech; guarantees 
equal rights to all and promises special 
privileges to none—the United States 
should be an example in all that is 
good, and the leading spirit in every 
movement which hM for its object the 
uplifting of the human race.

or silver, or both, because ' a long time 
contract would thereby be p%id nt it» 
maturity by tho name purchasing power 
aa was givfin in the beginning." 


Jt cannot be tucueBsIully claimed 


that monometallism, or bimetallism, or 
any other system gives an absolutely 
just Bliuidmd of value. 
L'nder both 


monometallism and bimetallism the 
government fixes the weight and lino- 
ness of the dollar, invests it with legal 
lender qualities, and then opens tho 
mints to its unrestricted coinage, leav- 
ing the purchasing power of the dollar 
to be determined by the number of 
dollars 
Bimetallism is better than 


monometallism, not because it gives us 
a per'ect dollar—that is, a d6ilar abso- 
lutely unvarying in its general purclim- 
ing power—but because it nmke-i a 
nearer approach to stability, to honefty, 
to justice, than a goldfttandard possibly 
c^u.

The incotao tax is not new, nor is it 
based upon hostility to the rich.

of an income tax in other countries does 
not make it necessary for this nation to 
adopt the system, yet it ought to mod- 
erate the language of those who de- 
nounce the income tax as an assault 
upon tho well to do.

As long as human nature remains as 


it is there will always be danger that, 
unless restrained by public opinion or 
legal enactment, those who see a pecun- 
iary profit for themselves in a certain 
condition may yield to the temptation 
to bring about that condition. Jefferson 
has stated that one of the main duties 
of government is to prevent men from 
injuring one another, and never was 
that duty more important than it is to- 
day. It is not strange that those who 
have made a profit by furnishing gold 
to the government in the hour of its 
extremity favor a financial policy which 
will keep the government dependent 
upon them. 1 believe, however, that I 
speak the sentiment of the vast major- 
ity of the people of the United States 
when I say that a wise financial policy 
administered in behalf of all the people 
would make the government independ- 
ent of any combination of financiers, 
foreign or domestic. 


SHEBMAS ASD BLANB QCOTED 


Let me say a word now in regard to 


certain persons who are pecuniarly 
benefited by a gold standard, and who 
favor it, not from a desire to trespass 
upon the i >ghta of others, but because 
iho circumstances which 
surround 


them bind them to the effect of the 
gold standard upon others. I shall ask 
you to consider the language of two 
gentlemen whose long service and high 
standing in the party to which they be- 
long will protect them from adverse 
criticism by our opponents.

To 
every person, except a capitalist out of 
debt or a salaried ciEcer or annuitant, 
it is a period of lo^s, danger, lassitude 
of trade, fall of wages, suspension of 
enterprise, bankruptcy and disaster. 
It means ruin to all dealers whoso 
dtbts are twice their business capital, 
though one third lees than their actual 
property. It means the fall of all agri- 
cultural production without any great 
reduction of taxes. What prudent man 
would dare to build a house, a railroad, 
a factory or a barn with this certain 
fact before him?' 


As I have said before, the salaried 


oflicar referred to must be the man 
whose salary is fixed for life, and not 
the man whose salary depends upon 
business conditions. 
When Mr. Sher- 


man describes contraction of the cur 
roncy as disastrous to all the people 
except the capitalists out of debt and 
those who stand in a position similar 
to him, he is stating a truth which 
must be apparent to every person who 
will give the matter careful considera- 
tion. Mr. Sherman was at that time 
speaking of the contraction of the 
volume of paper currency, but the 
principle which he set forth applies if 
there is a contraction of the volume of 
the standard money of the world 


Mr. Blaine discussed the same prin- 


ciple in connection with the demon- 
etization of silver. 
Speaking in the 


house of representatives February 7, 
1878, he said: ' 1 believe the struggle 
now going on in this country and other 
countries for a single gold standard 
would, if successful, produce 
wide- 


spread disaster in and throughout the 
commercial world. The destruction of 
silver as money and tho establishing of 
gold as the solo unit of value tnubt 
have n ruinous efleot upon all forms 
of property, except those 
invested 


which yield a fixed return in money. 
These would be enormously enhanced 
in value and would gain a dispropor- 
tionate and unfair advantage over 
every othtr species of property." 


Is it strange that the "holders of 


investments which yield a fixed return 
in money ' can regard tho destruction 
of silver with complacency? 
May we 


not expect the holders of other forms 
of properly to protest against giving to 
money a "disproportionate and unfair 
advantage over every other specias of 
property ?'

As against the maintenance of a gold 


standard, either permanently or until 
other nations can be united for its 
overthrow, the Chicsgo platform pre- 
sents a clear and emphatic demand for 
the immediate restoration of the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver and 
gold at the present legal ratio of 1G to 
1 without waiting for the aid or con- 
sint of any other nation 
We are not 


asking that a new experiment be tried; 
we are insisting upon a return to a 
financial policy approved by the ex- 
perience ot history and supported by 
all the prominent statesmen of our 
nation from tho dajs of the first presi- 
dent dcwn to 1873. 


When we ask that our mints be 


opened to the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver into full legal tender 
money we are simply asking that the 
same mint privileges be accorded to 
silver that are now accorded to gold. 
When we ask that this coinage be at 
the ratio of 1<» to 1 we simply ask that 
our gold coins and the standard silver 
dollar—which, be it remembered, COD! 
tains the came amount of pure silver 
as the first silver dollar coined at our 
mints—retain their present weight and 
fineness. 


The theoretical advantage of the 


bimetallic system is best stated by a 
European writer on political economy, 
who suggests the following illustration: 
A river fed from two sources is more 
uniform in volume than a n v e r f < d 
from one source, the reason being that 
when one of the feeders is swollen the 
other 'may be low, whereas a river 
which has but one feeder must rise or 
fall with that feeder. So in the case of 
bimetallism; the volume of metallic 
money receives 
contributions 
from 


both the gold mines and the silver 
mines, and therefore varies less; and 
the dollar, resting upon two metals, is 
leas changeable in its purchasing power 
than the dollar which rests on one 
metal only. 


ornox OF PAYMSST OF DIBTORS. 


If there are two kinds of money the 


option must rest either with the debtor 
or with the creditor. Assuming that 
their rights are equal, we rnusi look at 
the interests of society in general in 
order to determine to which side the 
option should be given. Under the 
bimetallie system gold and silver are 
linked together by law at a fixed ratio, 
and any person, or perjons owning any 
quantity of either metal can have the 
same converted into full legal tender 
money 


I f the creditor has the right I o choose 


the metal in which payment shall be 
made, it is reasonable to suppose that 
he will require the debtor to pay in the

domestic or foreign, to exert themselves

The right of the debtor to choose the 


coin in which payment shall be made 
extends to obligations due from the 
government as well aa to contracts be 
tween individuals. 
A government 


obligation is simply a debt dut from all 
the people to one of the people, and it 
is impossible to justify a policy which 
makes the interests of the one person 
who holds the obligation superior to 
the rights of the many who must be 
taxed to pay it 
When, prior to 1873 


silver was at a premium, it was never 
contended that national honor required 
the payment of government obligations 
in silver, and the Matthews rosolution, 
adopted by congress in 1878, expressly 
asserted the right of the United Sta|«s 
to redeem coin obligations in standard 
silver dollars as well as in gold coin. 


Upon this subject the Chicago plat- 


form reads: "We are opposed to the 
policy and practice of surrendering to 
the holders of the obligations of the 
United States the option reseivedby 
law to the government of redeeming 
such obligations in either silver coin or 
gold coin." 


CRITICISM F,R MR. CARLISLE 


It is cons'antly assumed by some 


that the United States notes, commonly 
called fcreenbscks, and the treasury 
notes issued under the act of 1S90 arc 
responsible for the recent drain upon 
the gold reserve, but this assumption is 
entirely without foundation. Secretary 
Carlisle appeared before the house com 
mitts o on appropriations January 2\_ 
lo'J5, and I quote from the printed re 
pm o1 his testimony before the com 
mittec: 


' Mr. Sibley—I would like to a'k you 


(perhaps not entirely connected with 
the mat'.er under discussion) what ob- 
jection there could be to having the 
option of redeeming either in silver er 
gold lie with the treasury instead of 
the cote holder?" 


' Secretary Carlisle—If that policy 


ha] been adopted in the beginning o' 
resumption—and I am not saying this 
for the purpose of 01 Hieing the action 
of any of my predecessors, or anybody 
else—but if the policy had been adopt- 
ed of re-si rring to the government ai 
the beginning of resumption the option 
of redeeming in gold or silver all its 
paper presented, I believe it would have 
worked bent ficially, and there would 
have been no trouble growing out of it. 
But the secretaries of the treasury from 
the 
beginning of resumption have 


pursued the policy o! redeeming in gold 
or silver, at the option of the holder of 
the paper, and if any secretary had 
afterward attempted to change that 
policy, and force silver upon a man who 
wanted gold, or gold upon a man who 
wanted silver, and especially if he had 
made that attempt at such a critical 
period as we have had in the last two 
years, my judgment ia it would have 
been very disastrous " 


I do not agree with the secretary 


that it was wise to follow a bad pre- 
cedent, but from his answer it will te 
seen that the fault does not He with 
the greenback and trsasury not«e, but 
rather with the executive officers, who 
have seen fit to surrender a rightwhich 
should have been exercised for the 
protection of the interests of the peo 
plo. This executive action has already 
bean made the excuse for the issue ol 
more than $2oO.OUO.GOO in bonds, and it 
is impoesible to estimate the amount o 
bonds which m«y hereafter be issued il 
th:s pulicy is continued 


We are told that any attempt upoc 


the part of the government to redeem 
its obligations in silver would put a 
premium upon gold, but why should 
it? The Bank o' France exercises the 
ritfht to redeem all bank paper in 
either gold or silver, and yet France 
maintains the parity between gold and 
silver at the ratio of 15j to 1, and 
retains in circulation more silver per 
capita than we do in the 
United 


Slalca 


It may b« further answered that our 


opponents have suggested no feasible 
plau for avoiding the dangers which 
they fear 
The retirement of the 


greenbacks and treasury notes would 
not piotect tho treasury, because the 
same policy which now leads the secre- 
tary oi the treasury to redeem all gov- 
ernment paper in gold when gold is 
demanded will rcq lire the redemption 
of all silver dollars and ulver ceitifi- 
cates in gold if the greenbacks and 
treasury notes are withdrawn from 
»irculation 
More than this, if the 


rnroeot should retire its paper and 


ihrow upon the banks the necessity of 
furnishing coin redemption, the banks 
would exercise the right to furnish 
either gold or silver. In other words, 
they would rxeroine the opt'on. just as 
the government ought to exercise it 
now. 


The government must either exer- 


cUe the right to redeem its obligations 
in silver when silver is mure conven- 
ient, or it mutt retire all the silver 


and silver certificates from circulation 
and leave nothing but goM as legal 
tender money. 
Are our opponent* 


willing to outline a financial system 
which will carry out their policy to its 
legitimate conclusion, or will they con- 
tinue to cloak their designs in ambigu- 
ous phrases? 


HilZTALLISli HELD 18 IMPERATIVE 


There is an actual necesiity for bi- 


metallism as well as a theoretical 
defense of it. During the last twenty- 
three years legislation has been creat- 
ing an additioaal demand for gold, and 
this Uw created demand has resulted 
in increasing the purchasiag power of 
each ounce of gold 
The restoration of 


bimetallism in the United States will 
takeaway from gold just so much of 
its purchasing power as was added to it 
by the demonetization ol silver by the 
United States 
The silver dollar is 


now held up to the gold dollar by legal 
tender laws and not by redemption in 
gold, because the standard silver uol* 
lars are not now redeemable in gold 
either in law or by administrative 
policy. 


We contend that the free and un- 


limited coinage by the United States 
alcne will raise the billion value of 
silver to its coinage value, and thus 
make silver bullion worth $1 29 per 
ounce in gold throughout the world 
This proposition is in keeping with 
natural law?, not in di fi ince of them. 
The bebt known law of commerce is 
the law of supply and demand.

We apply this law to 
money when we say that a reduction in 
the volume of money will raise the 
purchasing power of the dollar.

We cannot 
even expect all of the annual product

of silver, because India, China Japan 
Mexico and all other silver using 
countries most satisfy their annua! 
needs from the annual product, the 
arts will require a large amount, and 
the gold standard countries will need 
a considerable quantity for subsidiary 
coinage. 
We will be r( quired to coin 


only that which is not seeded else- 
where; but, if we stand ready to take 
and utilize all of it, either nations will

mints will be followed by an enormous 
incieiae in the annual production of 
silver. This is conjecture. Silver has 
been used aa money for thousands of 
years, and durirg all of that time the 
world has never suffered from an over- 
production. F, for any reason, the 
supply of gold or silver in the future 
evar exceeds the requirements of the

the annual production of silver. Since 
the gold price of silver has fallen more 
during the last five years than it ever 
fell in any previous five years in the 
history of the world, it is evident that 
the fall is not due to increased produc 
tion. 
Prices 
can 
be 
lowered as 


eflectually by decreasing the demand 
for au article as by increasing the sup 
ply of it, and it seems certain that the 
fall in the gold price of silver is due to 
hostile legislation and not to natural 
laws. 


Our opponents cannot ignore the fact 


that gold is going abroad in epite of all 
legislation intended to prevent it, and 
no silver is being coined to take its 
place. Not only ia gold going abroad 
now, but it must continue to go abroad 
as long as the present financial policy 
is adhered to, unless we continue to 
borrow from across the ocean, and even 
then we simply postpone the evil, 
because the amount borrowed, together 
with interest upon it, must be repaid in 
appreciating dollars. The American 
people now owe a large sum to Euro- 
pean creditors, and falling prices have 
left a larger and larger margin between 
our net national income and our 
national interest charge. 


There is only one way to stop the 


ncreasing flaw of gold from our shores, 
and that is to stop falling prices. The 
restoration of bimetallism will not only 
stop falling prices, but will, to some 
extent, restore prices by reducing 
the world's demand for gold. 


If it is argued that a rise in prices 


essens the value of the dollars which 
we pay to our creditors, I reply that, in 
he balancing of i <iuities. the American 
>eople have as much right to favor a 
inanoial »ystem whicfrwiH maintain or 
restore prices as foreign creditors have 
o insist upon n financial system that 
will reduce prices. But the interests 
of society are far superior to the inter- 
ests of either debtors or creditors, and 
he interests of society demand a fintvn- 
:ial system which will add to the 
olume of the standard money of the 
world, and thus restore stability to 
rrices 


CHARGE OF REPUDIATION* DENIED 


Perhaps the moat persibtenf misrep- 


'esentation that we have to meet is the 
charge that we are advocating the 
piytnent of debts in fi'ty-cent dollars. 
At the present time and under present 
aws a silvtr dollar, when melted, loses 
nearly half its value, but that will not 
>e true when we again establish a mint 
>rice for silver and leave no surplus 
ilver upon the market to drag down 
he price of bullion. Under bimetallism 
ilver bullion will be worth as much as 
ilver coin, just as gold bullion is now 
worth as much as gold coin, and we 
believe that a silver dollar will bo 
worth as much as a gold dollar. 


The charge of repudiation comes 


with poor grace from those who are 
eeking to add to tho weight of existing 
debts by legislation 
which makes 


money dearer, and who conceal their 
lesigns against the general welfare 
under the euphonious pretense that 
hey are upholding public credit and 
national honor. 


In answer to the charge that gold 


will go abroad, it must be remembered 
.hat no gold can leave this country 
until the owner of the gold receives 
lomething in return for it which he 
would rathor have, 
in other words, 


when gold leaves the country those 
who formerly owned it will be bene 
filed 
There is no process by which 


we can fee compelled to part with our 
;old pg^inst tur will, nor is there any 
Mocees by which silver can be forced 
upon ua without our consent. 
Ex- 


changes are matters of agreement, and 
f eilver cornea to this couutry under 
'ree coinage it will be at the invitation 
of some one in this country who will 
;ive something in exchange for it. 


Those who deny tlie ability of the 


Jnited States to maintain the parity 
between gold and silver at the pressnt 
egal ratio without foreign aid point to 
Mexico and assert that the opening of 
our mints will reduce ua to a silver 
jasis and raise gold to a premium. 
It 


s no reflection upon our sister republic 
to remind our people that the United 
States is much greater than Mexico in 
area, in population and in commercial 
strength. It is absurd to assert that 
the United States is not able to do any- 
thing which Mexico has failed 
to 


accomplish. 
The one thing necessary 


in order to maintain the parity is to 
furniah a demand great enough to 
utilize all the silver which will come to 
the mint. That Mexico has failed to 
do, but this in no proof that the United 
States would also fail. 


It is also argued that, since ft number 


of the nations have demonetised silver, 
nothing can be done until all of those 
nations restore b metallicm. This is 
also illogical 
It ia immaterial how 


many or how few nations have open 
mints, provided there are sufficient 
open mints to furnish a monetary de- 
mand for all the gold and silver avail 
able for coinage 


In reply to the argument that im 


proved machinery ha» lessened the cost 
of producing silver, it is sufficient to 
sisy that the same is true of tho pro- 
duction of gold, and yet, notwithstand- 
ing that, gold baa risen in value. 
As a 


matter of fact the coat of production 


does not determine the value of the 
precious metals r-xcf pt as it may affect 
the supply. If, for instance, the cost 
of producing gold should be reduced 9C 
per cent, without any increase in the 
output, the purchasing power of an 
ounce of gold would not fall. So long 
as there is a monetary demand suf- 
ficient to take at a fixed mint price all 
the gold and silver produced, the coet 
of production need not be considered. 


It is often objected that the prices of 


gold and silver cannot be fixed in rela- 
tion to each other because of the varia- 
tion in the relative production of the 
metal*. This argument also overlook 
the fact that if the demand for both 
metals st a fixed price is greater than 
the supply of both relative production 
becomes immaterial. In the eaily part 
o? thp prcs«nt centmy thp annual pro- 
duction o' silver was worlh. at the 
coinage ratio about three tim^s as much 
ad the annual production of gold; 
whereas, soon after 
1S4U 
the annual 


production of gold became worlh about 
three times as much, at the coinage 
ratio, as the annual production of silver, 
and jet, owing to the maintenance of 
the bimetallic str.adard, these enor- 
mous changes iu relative production 
had but a slight effect upon the relative 
values of the metals. 


If it is asserted by i ur opponents 


that the free coinage of silver is intend- 
ed only for the benefit of the mine 
owners it must 
b<j remembered that 


free coinage cannot restore to tho mine 
owners any more than demonetization 
took away, and it must also be remem- 
bered that the loss which the demone- 
tization of silver has brought to the 
mine owners is insignificant when com- 
mv<;d to tho loss which this policy has 
brought to the rest of the people. The 
restoration of silver will bring to the 
people generally many times as much 
advantage as the mice owners can 
obtain from it. 


While it is not the purpose of frte 


coinage to especially aid any particular 
class, yet those who believe that the 
restoration of silver is needed by the 
whole people should not be deterred 
i>ecauee au incidental benefit will come 
io the mine owner. The erection 01 
brta, the deepening ol harbors, the 
mprcveraent of 
rivers, 
the 
erec- 


tion of public buildings—all these 
confer incidental benefits upon indi- 
viduals and communities, and yet these 
ncidental benefits do not deter us from 
making appropriations for these pur- 
poses whenever such appropriations 
ar«j necessary for tho public good. 


The argument that a silver tlolUr IB 


neavier than a gold dollar, and that 
here ore silver is less convenient to 
curry in large quantities is completely 
aup.wettd 
by the silver certilicitp, 


which is SB easily carried as tho gold 
certificates or any other kind of paper 
noney.

Those who have advised a change in 


.he ratio have usually suggested that 
tho silver dollar ba doubled. If this 
change were mule it would necessitate 
the recomago of four billions of silver 
nto two billions of dollars. 
There 


would be an immediate loss of two bil- 
ion dollars either to individuals or to 
ho government, but this would be tho 
eas.t of tho injury. A shrinkage ol one 
jalf in the nil-rer money of the world 
would mean a shrinkage of one fourth 
n tho total volume of metallic money. 
The contraction, by increasing the 
value ot the dollar, would virtually in- 
crease tho debts of the world billions of 
dollars, and decrease still more the 
value of the property of the world as 
measured by dollar*. 
JRpsidea this im 


mediate result, such a change in the 
ratio would permanently decrease the 
annual addition to tho world's supply of 
money, 
because 
the annual silver 


product when coined into dollars twice 
as large would make one half as many 
dollars. 


The people of tho United Slates 


would be injured by a change in the 
ratio, cot because they produce silver, 
bul because they own properly and owe 
debts, and they cannot afford to thus 
decrease the value of their property or 
increase the burden of their debts. 


DOIB NOT 


In 1878 Mr. Carlisle said. "Mankind 


will be fortunate indeed if the annual 
production of gold and silver oin shall 
kc»p pace with the annual increase of 
population and industry." I repeat 
this assertion. AH of tho gold and 
silver annually available for coinage, 
when converted into coin at the pres 
ent ratio, will not, in my judgment, 
more than supply our monetary needs. 


In supporling the act of 18'J9, known 


as the Sherman act, Senator Sherman, 
on June 5 of that year, said; 'Under 
the law of February, 1878, the purchase 
of 12.000,000 worth of silver bullion a 
month baa by coinage produced annu- 
ally an average of $3,000.000 per month 
fors psriod of twelve years, but thin

But that time has uoi 
yet arrived. Threats and intimidali i 
will be of no avail. The people who in 
177G rejected the doctrine that kings 
rule by right divino, will not. in thii 
generation, subscribe to a doctrine that 
money ia omnipotent. 


INTERNATIONAL ACTION DOrBTID. 


In conclusion permit me to say a 


word in regard to international bimet 
illism. 
Wo are not opposed to an 


nternational agreement looking to the 
restoration of bimetallism throughout 
the world. The advocates of Iree coin 
age havo on all occasions shown their 
willingness to cooperate with other 
nations in the reinstatement of silver, 
but they are not willing to await the 
pleasure of other governments when 
immediate relief is needed by the peo- 
jleof the United States, and they 
iirlher believe that independent action 
ollera better assurance of international 
Bimetallism than servile dependence 
upon foreign aid. 


For more than twenty yeara we have 


invited the assistance of European 
nations, but all progress in the direc- 
tion of international bimetallism baa 
been blocked by the opposition of those 
who derive a pecuniary benefit from 
the appreciation of gold. 
How long 


must 
we 
wait 
for

us by

monometallism? 


If the double standard will bring bene 
fits to our people, who will deny them 
the right to enjoy those benefits? 
If 


our opponents would admit the right, 
the ability and duty of our people to 
act for themselves on all public ques- 
tions, without the assistance and re- 
gardless of the wishes of other nations, 
and then propose the remedial legisla- 
tion which they consider sufficient, wo 
could meet them in the field of honor- 
able debate; but when they assert that 
this nation is helpless io protect the 
rights of its own citizens, wo challenge 
them to submit theirs to n people 
whose patriotism has never been ap- 
pealed to in vain. 


We shall not oiiend other nations 


when we declare the right of the Amer- 
ican people to govern themselves, and, 
without let or hinderance from without 
decide upon every question presented 
for their consideration. In taking this 
position we simply maintain the dignity 
of 70,000,000 citizens, who are second to 
none in their capacity for eelf-govern- 
ment.

I assert thai national 
honor requires the United States to 
secure justice for all its citi/.His as well 
as to do justice to all Ha creditors.
